boxes  was  available  for  the  auction  on  Tuesday,  March  25.     7/hile  this  'ras 
only  a  moderate  supply  for  barreled  stock,  the  supplies  of  boxed  apples 
were  greatly  in  excess  of  demand.    No  quotations  were  received  for  the 
auction  held  on  Thursday,  March  28. 

The  Hamburg  price  level  is  considerably  below  that  of  Liverpool 
for^both  boxed  and  barreled  varieties-     While  Liverpool  paid  from  ^'6.81 
to  ^7.42  per  barrel  for  New  York  Baldwins,  Hamburg  paid  only  from  $5.48 
to  ^5.72.     Oregon  Yellow  Newtowns  in  Hamburg  ranged  from  4^2.68  to  ^2.92 
this  week  while  Liverpool  paid  from  $2,92  to  $3.16  per  box.
